Another 
"phage of this ''wiring and i-ealing" 
nuisance is likely to bu presented to this 
ooramunity very sliorily ; and it is ono 
which we aro disposed to think wi^l 
bave a greater tendency Ibao any, pasi 
event of the kind to arouse It' to a true 
realization of danger and of du'y. It 
will have been observed tbat the United 
States Governicent has juot given out a 
mail contract, under which a steamer 
will leave San FianciPco lor Alaska 
every monib, culling at Porb Towuseod, 
San Jnan Island and Port Tongasj. 
Where is Vict( ria? Left, out in the 
cold I Why 1 BtcaoPe if the steomer 
touobed hero all goods destined tor places 
ot tabsrqiieni, call would of necessity 
have 10 be wired and sealed. It i« poa- 
« -ilible ■we-'bave too; baaiiiy arrived' at-tbiu 
I conc'iiBion>-that the matter may be-sb 
>«arranged :as to admit of the steamer 
'"'c^Blling bkfo. We sincerely trust it 
mny be so; but we conless ihoro ap- 
pears to bo very liulo reason to expect 
such a result; And, yet if our worct 
ieara sfaould be realized, isitnotja^t 
poiisible that out of pieseut evil muy 
come ultimate good ?

■^appear as though our Government and 
people required a still heavier blow in 
order to arou-o to iictinn. 1( ibis bo so, 
the sooner the blow lalls the beitor.
